founded. For the giving of testimony, either in court or 
out, is a more complicated matter than appears on the sur 


face. The first essential for accurate testimony is accurate 


sense perception; the sensory organs must not only be nor 
mal, they must also be keen and alert, especially where the 
events testified to occurred rapidly or at a time of great 
excitement Most people are slow of apprehension and 
their sensory organs are often defective, which fact alone is 
sufficient to account for the amazing positiveness with 
which witnesses swear to statements flatly contradictory as 
to questions of fact. In the swift mix-up of a fight, for in 
stance. how tew of the spectators can detect clearly who 
threw the first brick or fired the first shot. Yet they are all 
ready to swear to it ; 

It may be argued that in keenness of sense perception 
women have the advantage over men. And so they have—in 
matters with which they are familiar. But, unfortunately 
for them, court trials are more often concerned with ques 
tions of crime, accident or business than with millinery o1 
social and domestic affairs. Therefore, in this respect, wit 
nesses of the female gender may appear to be more unre 
liable than men 

Ye t even if eye and ear, tous h, taste and smell all report 
promptly and accurately to the brain, the mental apprehen 
sion may be feeble, may be confused by false inferences, or 
may be nearly paralyzed by fright or excitement. It is here 
especially that women are at a disadvantage, for they are 
more inclined than men to get together for talking over 
what has occurred, going into the minutest details, with a 
wealth of description, inference .and emotion, which makes 
it well-nigh impossible for them to sift fact from fancy if 
they are called on to testify 

In the case of accident or crime, a woman's accuracy of 
observation is likely to be still further imnaired by excite 
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ment or fear of danger, her nervous 
system being more easily upset than 
the coarser masculine fiber. Her 
recollection of such a series of kine 
matographic impressions must neces 
sarily be much blurred, in spite of 
the best intention to testify truth 
fully. Again, memory and imagina 
tion must always play an important 
part in the giving of testimony, even 
if it is to be given immediately after 
the event. But usually considerable 
time, often months, elapses before 
the trial comes off, and during that 
interval the memory of the events 
witnessed must grow continually fainter. Now it is impos 
sible to describe a past series of events without reproducing 
the whole scene before the mind's eye, and this picture 
making faculty is called the imagination. Therefore, a vivid 
imagination, confined strictly to facts by a rigid recollection, 
is essential to reliable testimony 

But do not women possess vivid imagination? Yes; too 
vivid. It is apt to run away with them, leading them astray 
in the fields of fancy, so that almost unconsciously they 
dress up the bare facts with the embellishments of prejudice, 
hate, love. or other emotions. Of course, men are hable to do 
the same thing; but less liable, as they are less emotional 

Here, again, the tendency to inference comes in. How 
often witnesses have testified positively that there was a 
full moon on a certain night, when the almanac proved that 
there was no moon. What they really recalled was a bright 
night, which their fancy pictured to the mind’s eye as 
moonlight 

So much for the subjective side of testimony; now for 
the objective side However accurate a recollection the 
witness may have of events to which she is to testify, her 
testimony will still be unreliable unless she has such a com 
mand of language as will unable her to describe just what 
she recollects. It may seem absurd to say that women are 
at a disadvantage here, yet such is the fact. The kind of 
language needed in the witness-chair is altogether different 
from the talkativeness in which women excel; in fact, the 
more a witness tries to talk the worse is likely to be the 
impression which she will make. Witness language should 
be brief and to the point, simply answering the question—no 
more, no less; and this laconic style of speech cannot be 
assumed at a moment’s notice, when the whole habit of life 
has been to the contrary. Of course, this involves another 
detail of accurate testimony—the ability to apprehend a

It is true that, in 
ese days of women in public life, many 
f them can be perfectly self-possessed in

imid and confused in such strange and 
unpleasant surroundings, and, of course 
is no cause for wonder if they give an 


unreliability as witness at 
he same time that it is their intention to be 
trictly truthful. At any rate, unreliability 
ould be distinguished carefully from un 
truthfulness 

But the unpleasant fact remains that any 
voman is liable to be called on to take the 
tand some day. At any moment you may 
ve the involuntary observer of 
lent or crime on the street, in the home or 
lsewhere, and as a may be 
erved with a subpeena. To a woman of 
retired habits this may cause as much ap 
prehension as a summons to execution, so 
it will be well to consider a few things be 
forehand.

\ subpeena should not be regarded as an 
unmitigated misfortuns 
very valuable experience, through 
everyone should be glad to go at 
liberal education 
It is the easiest way to acquire a little in 
sight into court procedure, and you can
